During this period I have en­ 
countered alt, or nearly all, the 
abuse.*, and indignities which the 


present school system inflicts on 
teachers at evei y level. 
I understand Very well why the 
supposedly "honored” profession 
Of teaching today is nearly with­ 
out honor, and why it Is attract­ 
ing 
fewer 
and 
fewer 
capable 
young men as careerists. 


Life’s recent editorial. “Teacher , 
Troubles." failed to differentn»ta 
between male and female teach­ 
ers 
but there is an im portant 
point to be made here. 


The fact is th at school teach­ 
ing already is a preponderantly 
feminine calling and rapidly is 
becoming almost exclusively the 
¡domain o fwomen,

In the Chicago schools, with a

arc close to 13.000 women teach­ 


ers and only 2.000 men, M rrh the 
same ratio prevails throughout the 
country, and the scales are going 
more and more off balance iti 
favor ow women.
